Council meeting tonight 

The 1967 version of the Students' Council, elected last 
Novembcri30 at the height of the Daily controversy, meets for 
the first time tonight at eight in the Union Board Room. 

Highlight of the meeting will be the presence of the seven- 
man executive of l'Union Générale des Etudiants du Québec, 
led by president Robert Nelson. The executive will address the 
Council for 30 minutes and then answer questions for another 
30 minutes, before Council begins its regular business. 

The 1966 07 ASUS Course Guide's request for a $5000 
subsidy Is tentatively on the agenda, pending the approval of 
the ASUS executive this afternoon. 

A proposed seminar on French Canada, the assignment of 
portfolios, budgets and constitutions will also be discussed. 



Resignations withdrawn; 
Quartier Latin to carry on

The staff of the Quartier Latin, under the editorship of Nicole Fortin, have withdrawn 
their resignations and intend to put out a paper on Wednesday. 



The staff retracted their resig- 
nations despite restricting meas- 
ures by the AGEUM executive 
and threats by the administration 
to withhold finances. 



UGEQ to hold demonstration 
protesting government silence 

L'Union Générale des étudiants du Québec will hold a demonstration this Thursday in an 
attempt to force the government to make a statement on the Preliminary Report on Education. 
The government has' taken no stand on the Report which was issued in late December and re- 
commends basic changes in the province's educational system. 



In an attempt to get a policy 
statement from the government, 
Robert Nelson,- president of UG- 
EQ wrote to Education Minister 
Jean Jacques Bertrand request- 
ing an interview. He did not re- 
ceive a reply. UGEQ then pick- 
eted the National Union Club, 
hoping to force a response from 
the government, but none was 
forthcoming. 

At a meeting last night, the 
delegates from the universities, 
colleges and technical schools 
which UGEQ represents decided 



to stage another protest in a fur- 
ther effort to obtain an inter- 
view, and thus a statement from 
the government. 

500 students are expected to 
participate in the demonstration 
which will take place in front 



of the Club Renaissance at Sher- 
brooke and Berri from 4:30 to 
5:30. Although McGill Is not a 
member of UGEQ, a spokesman 
for the Union said that McGill 
students are welcome to take 
part in the protest. 



The executive or AGEUM has 
been at odds with the Quartier 
Latin over editorial policy. It is 
"extremely pleased" with the 
new development, as it elimin- 
ates the threat of an unprece- 
dented withdrawal of the Faculty 
of Social Sciences from AGEUM. 

Seats vacated 

At the Friday Student Council 
meeting, Mario Dcmais, president 
of the Social Sciences Faculty, 
and four other representatives 
of the faculty, vacated their seats 
on the Council, in opposition to 
Council control action. Dcmais 
had called a referendum to rati- 
fy this position on behalf of his 
faculty for this coming Friday. 
Since Mlle Fortin has re-assumed 
the editorship of the Quartier 
Latin, the referendum, a source 
of much embarrassment to the 



UGEQ fighting 
to freeze fares 

"UGEQ Is pressuring to 
freeze fares and is even 
negotiating the formation 
of a common front with 
other student organizations 
on the subject," said UGEQ 
External Vice-President Pier- 
re Lefrançois in an interview 
about the impending in- 
crease In bus and Metro fa- 
res. 

Adult tickets will be raised 
from 5 for <JW to 4 for $1, 
while "students" tickets (for 
those under 18 years of age) 
are to go up from G for 50< 
to 0 for $1. But, it is possible 
that because of strong opposi- 
tion from the Executive Com- 
mittee of the city of Montreal, 
student fares will remain the 
same. 

Lcfrançols called the price 
hike "unjustified," and point- 
ed out that many students 
are. over 18. 

Considering students are 
commuters, UGEQ must, ac- 
cording to Lefrançois, unite 
with other commuters against 
the rise in fares. 



Executive and finance problems 
plague ASUS Course Guide 

The Arts and Science Course Guide, beleaguered by lack of staff and student support 
and under fire from the ASUS executive, may be scrapped for this year. 



Editor John Fckctc resigned 
yesterday, along with. Simon 
Taunton, the result of a move 
by the executive to cut their sa- 
laries. This was the culmination 
of a scries of motions that had 
seen applications for editor re- 
opened and a committee appoint- 
ed to study the management of 
last year's Guide, of which Taun- 
ton had been editor and Fckctc 
executive editor. 

The executive refused to ac- 
cept Fckctc's resignation. 

Fckctc's salary was reduced 
to $1.70 an hour from $2 and 
Taunton's to $1.35 from $1.70. 
Both figures arc based on 18 
fifty-hour weeks during the sum- 
mer. Fckcte's budget included a 
total of $6000 for salaries, in- 
cluding those of writers and se- 
cretarial staff. 

Applications for editor were 
re-opened because the original 
advertisement had not mention- 
ed that the editorship was a sa- 
laried position. The appointment 
of the committee was the re- 
sult of the contention by first- 
year class representative Paul 
Wong and fourth-year represent- 
ative Jim Armstrong that no 



complete report on the finances 
of the Guide had ever been sub- 
mitted. As a result, they said, 
certain questions about the way 
the funds were handled remain- 
ed unanswered and the execu- 
tive had no criteria on which to 
judge estimates for this year's 
Guide. 

Taunton was supposed to go to 
the Students' Council tonight to 
ask for $5000 toward the . pu- 
blishing of the 1966-67 Guide. 
The rest of the book's $18,000 
budget was expected to come 
from sales revenue and ASUS 
support. The future of this bud- 
get and other issues surrounding 
the Guide will come up at an- 
other ASUS executive meeting 
today at 1 pm. 

"I did not resign simply be- 
cause my salary was cut,". Fe- 
kcte said yesterday. "I might 
have ' been willing to consider 
the reduction in my own salary, 
but the corresponding reduc- 
tions in the salaries of my staff 
would have made it impossible 
to do a proper job." 

He added that the "negative 
attitude" of the ASUS executive 
and "apathy" on the part of 



the students made his position 
as editor extremely difficult. 

In answer to a front-page story 
in the Dally yesterday calling 
for volunteers, only 25 had sign- 
ed at the SC office by the end 
of the afternoon. At least 200 
student workers arc - needed. 

Feketc said he was "complet- 
ely opposed" to the re-opening 
of applications, with the new 
editor not to be appointed until. 
February 1, less than three weeks 
before questionnaires arc to be 
distributed, because "if the 
ASUS made a mistake in not 
mentioning that it was a salaried 
position, it is too late to correct 
it now, in this manner." 

Taunton said that "we intend 
to go on as if nothing had hap- 
pened, because we feel the pro- 
ject is loo important to be can- 
ned." 

At the moment, Fckcte and 
Taunton arc continuing in their 
positions until the matter is 
cleared up. However, with ques- 
tionnaires scheduled to be sent 
to classes in about five weeks, 
chances of putting out the Guide 
appear small unless it is settled 
quickly. 



Council, will most likely be can- 
celled. 

Conspiracy 

In an interview, Mlle Fortin 
charged the Students' Council 
with being engaged in a "cons- 
piracy with the administration" 
against the Quartier Latin. She 
said that the administration "ac- 
cused our paper of being incom- 
plete and non-objcctlvc", but they 
refused to offer proof of their 
allegations. 

Despite the threat by the ad- 
ministration to withhold its finan- 
cial instalment from the Quartier 
Latin, Mlle Fortin is confident 
that the paper will have suffi- 
clent funds. She said, "Nobody 
asked for our resignation — the 
council did not demand it; 
neither did the administration. 
The students definitely support 
us. Therefore, there is no excuse 
to withhold our funds." 

Propaganda paper 

Commenting on the council's 
decision to create a new paper, 
Edition Syndicale, Mlle Fortin 
said, "Naturally, they say that it 
will be very objective, but it win 
be a propaganda paper to serve 
their purposes." 

Assistant Editor Louis Falar- 
deau emphasized his intention to 
fight for the autonomy of the 
paper. "We withdrew our resig- 
nations so that we may resume 
our battle against executive dom- 
ination," he said. 

Falardcau was reminded that 
the motion to create a rîcw news- 
paper is still not legal — the 
administration must give its ap- 
proval. 

Council dissatisfied 

Michel Charbonneau, adminis- 
trative vice-president of AGEUM, 
reasserted - the dissatisfaction 
with Quartier Latin's news-cover- 
age technique. Asked exactly 
what the administration objected 
to, Charbonneau said, "I cannot 
answer." 

With regard to the Quartier 
Latin staffs decision to return to 
work, Charbonneau said, "Per- 
sonally, I am very satisfied that 
they have gone back." 

At present, the Quartier Latin 
staff finds itself in a delicate 
position. It must publish a paper 
under the terms dictated by 
Council, while still opposing 
Council action.

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Development of the concept of student 
as citizen is no more a part of the private 
property of the activists about us than such 
time-honored phrases as participatory de- 
mocracy or equality before the law. 

The current executive of the Students' 
Society, who have certainly sought out the 
moderate in all things, have themselves 
picked up the banner for commitment 
beyond the campus. The case in point is 
President McCoubrey's decision to act as 
go-between for a group who want to help 
out during the Catholic school strike. 

Here indeed is activism with a new 
flavor. Taking the cue from long standing 
credos of the commuter mentality, the 
President and the committed fifteen no 
doubt see their overtures as the student 



equivalent of the Mothers' March or the 
Benificent Order of Moose. 

But whether or not they know it, such 
piece-meal social involvement only assures 
the continuation of the status quo. 

Concern is legitimate for laid-off stu- 
dents who may seek other ways of spending 
their time, now that the classroom game 
has been called to a halt. But such quitters 
are only a flash in the pan compared to 
the annual quota of drop-outs who fail to 
respond to poor and disinterested teaching. 
Sooner or later people are going to have 
to pay the price if they want better second- 
ary education. 

Furthermore, the prolonged prospect of 
a bunch of greenhorns handing out essay 
topics, while the. teachers make their de- 
mands, would probably drive a lot more 
students to the shop. 



What we have is the role of the student 
as scab, and what it means is that the 
Catholic School Board can stave off u\ion 
demands with the knowledge that the 
students are being fed something, anything, 
from the tree of knowledge in the interim. 
This is not to suggest that BA4s could con- 
tinue the chore of schoolmastering for an 
extended period. They couldn't and they 
wouldn't What it does mean is that the 
shock value of the thought of "no school, 
today" would be lost or more probably 
only delayed. 

Stop-gap measures are not going to 
speed a viable solution. 

If thé Students' Society is going to make 
a token gesture, let it be in full support 
of the teachers' stand. Provincial teaching 
standards are low, low, low. A key reason 
for this is a lack of teaching incentive. If 
only a strike can solve this situation we 
must support the strike. 

Part of the blame for McGill's stone age 
freshman program can justifiably be direct- 
ed at Quebec's poor secondary schooling. 
In this context we have a real stake in the 
betterment of the teachers' situation.

Dear Sir, . 

With reference to the edito- 
rial in yesterday's Daily con- 
cerning the needs for campus . 
political parties, I would like 
to clarify one point: Students 
for a Democratic University Is 
not. a political party. We have 
not considered contesting an 
election nor arc wc prepared 
at the present to endorse any 
particular candidates. 

The essential thing with SDU 
is that we are concerned with 
more than Just "student gov- 
crnment". in its restricted sense.. 
We believe in .the existence" of 
a university community.... a 
community which does not en- 
courage the false and limiting 
distinctions between "students", 
"faculty", and "administration". 
Learning is more, than a one- 



way street, something present 
university structures do not 
seem to recognize. 

SDU is concerned with the 
democratization of this univer- 
sity community, both internally 
and with, respect to the rest, of 
society. Membership in our or- 
ganization is not restricted to 
students alone. 

Reference was also made to 
the "comprehensive and long 
range program" which suppos- 
edly has been formulated by 
Students for a Democratic Uni- 
versity. In fact, all policies and 
programs of SDU will originate 
in the discussion Sections which 
form the base for our organiz- 
ation. The- entire membership 
of SDU has been divided into 
these Sections (10- to- 15 persons 
in each) and as they will' be 
mçeting for the first time dur- 
ing this week, no "long-range 
program" could really be in 
existence. 

You note quite accurately, ' 
however, that the formal deci- 
sion making structure, of the 
Students'. Society is inadequate 
for the present needs and in- 
terests of its members. Poor 
communication, and lack of 
political responsibility result 
In.- inconsistency and . domina- 
tion by an élite, an oligarchy, i 
The answer to these serious 
problems can possibly be found 
in political parties, or perhaps 
in the establishment of a com- 
peting newspaper on campus. 

Students do have a collective 
role to play, both in pie uni ver-, 
sily community and in society. - 
If we fed it will take a political 
party to help realize this role, 
then no doubt. Students -for a 
Democratic University will, re- 
consider its own approach and 
objectives. ' ■

Chessmen tie U of T 

The Eastern Canadian Col- 
legiate Chess Tournament, held 
this year at the University of 
Toronto, ended In a tie be- 
tween McGill and the U of T. 

McGill and the U of T each 
finished with 39 points, although 
in their match, McGill defeated 
Toronto 4V4 to 3%. Their closest 
competitor was McMaster, which 
finished the tournament with 
24% points. 



President Pierre Lcfrançois, four 
commissions will be set up deal- 
ing with all aspects of UGEQ. 
The first will be concerned with 
the social involvement of stud- 
ents at the national level, at the 
international level, in social ac- 
tion, and in relation to other or- 
ganizations. 

Education will be the topic of 
the second commission, while the 
third will deal with the services 
of UGEQ. 

The fourth will examine the 
internal structure of UGEQ, 
from both the administrative 
and structural aspects. 

The commissions i will meet for 
three days under the general

Panel views 
pill's effect

Oral contraceptives impose 
a new freedom and an' equally 
great responsibility on the in- 
dividual, concluded a panel 
discussion yesterday about 
"The Pill". 

The three participants in the 
discussion were Professor Joan 
Marsden of the Zoology Depart- 
ment, Father John MacNamara 
and Professor Byron Bovillc, a 
meteorologist. 

After dismissing the medical 
problems of the pill as of less 
concern than the "human" as- 
pects, Father MacNamara pre- 
sented his view of the problem. 
On the one hand, the married 
couple who already have a few 
children and arc worried about 
providing the required attention, 
education and living space for 
additional children arc faced 
with the prospect of using the 
pill ; on the other hand, how- 
ever, arc the possible effects of 
"contraceptive love" on the peo- 
ple concerned, and the, relation- 
ship between them and society 
as a whole. 

He felt that, with the introduc- 
tion of the -pill in society men's 
attitude toward women would 
change, and "men might look on . 
women as playthings." 

Professor Marsden fell that 
the pill would easily destroy mo- 
nogamy and that it would en- 
courage promiscuity.
